The step, which will result in 


a drop in the number of non- 
residents in the undergraduate 
school to 15 per cent in 1975 
passed on a five to one vote. 
The action parallels a bill 
proposed by Republican law- 
makers following the black stu- 
dent strike on the Madison 
campus last month. 


The regent plan will reduce 


the number of n«w freshmen 
allowed to enroll at any campus 
in 5 per cent steps until the 15 
per cent admission level is 


reached in the fall ot 197i. 


Backers of the plan denied 


that it was the result of the 
strike and camp a disruption, 
but the sole opponent of the 
measure contended, R e g e n t 
Maurice Pasch, Madison, it was 
a response to political pres- 
sures. 


Regent President C h a r l e s 


Gelatt of La Crosse said that 
the plan was based on taxpayer 
considerations. Wisconsin resi- 
dents are among the nation's 
leaders in financing higher edu- 
cation, he said. 


Enrollment protections indi- 


cated that Wisconsin universi- 
ties will reach peak enrollments 
in 1980 and slack off thereafter, 
according to Gelatt. To "chop 
off that peak" and avoid build- 


ing construction costs for class- 
rooms not needed after 
the 


decline begins, out of state 
enrollments should be more 
severely limited.

Police, at that 
time, were somewhat naive about the local 
narcotics situation and how to fight it. The 
three men who walked into the district 
attorney's office knew even less about the ' 
critical situation. But they were eager to 
learn. 


That was three months ago. Since then, 


Dist. Atty. James Long and his assistants, 
Thomas Cane and Joel Seymour, have 


proven that inexperience can be effectively 
offset by talent, eagerness, and downright 
hard work. The men have performed well 
in several difficult court cases, both at the 
county and circuit .court levels, and against 
seasoned, h i g h l y competent 
criminal 


lawyers. 


Long and his assistants take a strong 


interest in their work, as is evidenced by 
watching them both in their offices and in 
the courtrooms. They are often the first 
employes at the courthouse in the morning 
and the last ones to leave in the evening. 


The average taxpayer, who seldom has a 


reason to visit the courtroom or seek the 
services of the district attorney's office, 
should know that with Long and his able 
and eager staff he is getting his tax dollar's 
worth.

While the Nixon Administration and the 


leaders in the Soviet Union are making 
cfitious overtures to talks on possible ways 
t 
lalt the arms race and actually achieve 


some degree of disarmament, the 18 nation 
United Nations Committee on Disarmament 
is once more beginning a regularly sched- 
uled conference on the topic in Geneva. 


A year ago the committee sent to the 


United Nations General Assembly the draft 
of the nuclear nonproliferation treaty, 
signed so far by representatives of 87 
nations although ratified by only 10. Forty 
nations must ratify it, in addition to the 
nuclear nations, the United States, the 
Soviet Union and Great Britain, for it to 
come into effect. 
The U. S. Senate 


approved ratification ^Thursday. 


Last 
summer the 
Committee 
on 


Disarmament adopted a report to the 
General Assembly asking for a study of 
chemical and bacteriological warfare. Since 
then American military officers 
have 


testified that the United States is spending 
some $300 million annually on research in 
these fields but also claim that the Russians 
spend eight or nine times more. Reaction in 
this country to the deaths of several 
thousand sheep near an Army testing site 
and concern over vast amounts of nerve gas 
stored near Denver and transported on 
trains across the country has increased 
opposition to such research on methods of 
warfare that almost certainly would not be 


used, partly because of their inhumanity 
and partly because they would be difficult 
to control. Clearly this is an area for more 
discussion by the U. N. committee. 


This session also is supposed to deal 


with the problem of the placing of nuclear 
weapons on the seabed, hopefully before 
such action is ever taken. Nuclear free 
zones, regional arms limits on conventional 
weapons, and the reduction of stockpiles 
are also on the agenda. 


Successful and secure disarmament 


policies can never be enacted until there is 
agreement by all nations or the means of 
requiring agreement within an internation- 
al body. In its present belligerent state Red 
China is not expected to agree with anyone 
else about anything. France is boycotting 
the Geneva conference because it argues 
that the nuclear powers should reach 
agreements by themselves. We cannot 
expect that Arab nations, Israel, Pakistan, 
India and others with trivial but highly 
inflammatory local disputes will do away 
with all their weapons. 


But fear of a nuclear holocaust and the 


revulsion against all war that has come in 
recent months due to the conflicts in 
Vietnam and Nigeria with the high casualty 
rates among civilians will encourage dis- 
armament moves. Agreement of the U.N. 
Committee on Disarmament, bolstered by 
approval of the General Assembly, can 
help.

thousands of Americans into 
instant Irishmen. Italians, 
Poles, Spanish and Swedes, 
Protestants and Jews — many 
people of all races and creeds 
don Kelly green ties or green 
carnations to become Gaels 
for a day. 


There's a green-hued spirit 


of brotherhood across the land 
as the Romanes, Sadowskis, 
and the Cohens step along 
briskly with the O'Briens, Kel- 
lehers and Murphys in the 
traditional parades. The skirl 
of bagpipes and the lively 
strains of Irish music sets 
them all tingling — Celts and 
temporary Celts alike. 


What m a n n e r of man 


spawned this Irish Mardi 
Gras? 


Historians write that Pat- 


rick, who gave Christianity a 
firm foothold in Pagan Ire- 
land, was deeply religious and 
was a man of action. He 
possessed boundless enthusi- 
asm and determination, quali- 
ties that were a must for his 
missionary work among the 
feuding Irish kings and clan 
chiefs of 
those boisterous 


days. 


EXPLOITS LIVE ON 


Stories of Patrick's exploits 


have come down through the 
years. Some are true. Some 
are legend. 


Here is how he made an 


impression on Laoghaire, a 
Druid king. 


A pagan festival was being 


held at the famed Hill of Tara. 
No fire was to be kindled until 
the royal fire had been lit. It 
was the night before Easter. 
Patrick lit the Paschal fire on 
the neigboring hill of Slane 
before Laoghaire's bonfire was 
ignited. The pagan king ap- 
parnetly took Patrick's chal- 
lenge in stride. They became 
friends and the king put the 
saint under his protection al- 
though he did not embrace 
Christianity at that time. 


The Christian missionary 


figured in another potentially 
dangerous incident in pagan 
Irish territory. He is reported 
to have knocked down a noted 
idol known as Cronun Cruaich, 
located on a plain in County 
Cavan. It had been a magnet 
for Irish for miles around that 
district. 


It's ironic that most of 


Patrick's work of implanting 
the Christian faith took place 
in Northern Ireland, the scene 
now of strife among Protes- 
tants and Catholics.

Kaukauna Housing Group 
Praised for Job Well Done 


Editor, The Post-Crescent: 


The undersigned was in at- 


tendance at the Tuesday eve- 
ning meeting of the Kaukauna 
Common Council at which 
Alderman Dix (4th Ward) once 
again arose to voice his objec- 
tions to the manner in which 
the Golden Venture housing 
facility is being constructed 
and completed. He made spe- 
cific reference to one particu- 
lar wall and also the type of 
balcony-fire escapes at either 
end of'the building. Once again 
he was advised that the floor 
of the Council was not a legal 
forum for airing his objections 
and that he should bring them 
to the Kaukauna Housing 
Authority, the body appointed 
by -the Mayor and Council to 
build and operate the facility. 
During the past months it has 
been made clear to the alder- 
man that he would be welcome 
at any meeting of the Authori- 
ty to present and discuss his 
views, however, he has never 
accepted such invitations. 


A member of the Authority, 


also present at such meeting, 
was inclined to ask for the 
floor to answer the alderman 
and clarify the matter so as to 
avoid unjustifiably alarming 
the public, particularly the 
residents presently moving in- 
to the facility, but refrained 
from doing so, since the 
presiding officer and city at- 
torney had ruled that the 
alderman's presentation was 
not a- proper item of council 
business. 


As the attorney who handled 


the legal aspects of the project 
on behalf of the Kaukauna 
Housing Authority, I am fa- 
miliar with the problems en- 
countered, and the dedication 
of these citizens to their 
appointed positions. The alder- 
man apparently does not un- 
derstand that this is an inde- 
pendent group, not subservient 
to the Common Council, which 
fact, t h o u g h giving Ihein 
greater independence, also re- 
sults jn greater responsibili- 
ties. In my opinion, they have 
performed admirably and be- 
yond the extent that the aver- 
age citizen could sacrifice, and 
without compensation. 


Regarding the construction 


of the foundation wall and 
supports that the alderman 
criticizes, I place complete 
faith in the opinions and 
approval of the inspectors of 
the City of Kaukauna, the 
Industrial Commission of Wis- 
consin, and the Federal Gov- 
ernment. It is axiomatic that 
regardless of the level of 
education we have achieved 
individually, there are always 


areas in which we must have 
confidence in experts in fields 
other than our own. 


Work will be commenced in 


the near future to construct 
the balconies in question in 
compliance with the codes and 
g o vernmental requirements.

form, let it be said that the 
same inspectors and code-en- 
forcers the alderman criticizes 
notified the builders in April, 
1968, of the manner in which 
these balconies were to be 
constructed and "the materials 
to be used, so as to constitute 
proper exits and fire-escapes. 
This, the alderman could have 
ascertained by attending only 
one meeting of the Authority 
during the past eleven months. 


The facility was accepted by 


the local Authority from the 
builders about two weeks ago. 
However, sufficient funds of 
the total contract cost have 
been withheld to cover the 
balcony installation and other 
incomplete 
aspects of 
the 


project. 
Payment for these 


items will not be made until 
all plans and specifications are 
met to the satisfaction of the 
Housing authority and all gov- 
ernmental inspectors. Also, it 
may be noted, our local build- 
ing inspector, whose approval 
was necessary before even 
one unit could be occupied, 
alertly and correctly certified 
as ready for occupancy only 
those units 
which do not 


depend upon the balconies as 
exits and fire-escapes. 


I can only conclude that we 


have been uniquely fortunate 
in having the benefit of critical 
"watch-dogs" of three govern- 
mental agencies in the con- 
struction of the project. Our 
senior citizens can sleep well 
in their new homes. Our able 
and dedicated Kaukauna Hous- 
ing Authority has worked tire- 
lessly for the benefit of these 
citizens in the past. Let us 
give them our support for 
their services in the future.

PUBLIC INFORMATION DE- 
CREASED 


Among other debilitative ef- 


fects of the excessive reliance 
upon closed door meetings is 
the diminution of public infor- 
mation on the arguments for 
and against particular issues, 
the demotion of committee 
chairman to m e r e gavel 
holders at hearings, and the 
anonymity of the g r e a t 
majority of the members the 
people send to Madison. 


Under the traditional method 


of doing legislative business — 
until a decade or so ago — the 
parties f e l t an occasional 
strategy meeting was suffi- 
cient. 


During the days of the 


recovery of power of the new 
Republican Party after the 
demoUton of the LaFollette 
organization in the 1940s, the 
Republican legislators of both 
houses found it sufficient to 
meet weekly at dinner for a 
review of major policy ques- 
tions. The day to day business 
was performed in the open, 
with arguments on the floor, 
and with the committee chair- 
men who handled particular 
measures being responsible for 


the role of floorleaders, in 
effect. 


Floor debates were lively, 


interesting and sometimes in- 
formative. 
DECISIONS IN SECRET 


But today it is the rule 


rather than the exception for 
detailed discussions to take 
place in the closed caucuses, 
with routine ratification by the 
majority party on the floor 
later, and perfunctory resis- 
tance on many of the ques- 
tions by the opposition party 
which has also made its deci- 
sion previously out of the sight 
and sound of the public. 


Today there is what is 


known as the "calendar cau- 
cus." meaning that before 
legislators s e t t l e down to 
make their decisions on a 
particular day, they are likely 
to spend as much time in 
private d e l i b e r a t i o n and 
argunent as they do on the 
floor later. A gallery visitor 
frequently is utterly unable to 
understand what is going on or 
why. 


Perhaps some of the rank 


and file members are begin- 
ning to appreciate what the 
caucus method of legislating is 
costing them in identity and 
communication with their con- 
stituents. 
NEWS RELEASES ABOUND 


Gradually there is being 


built a publicity apparatus at 
considerable cost to resolve 
the problem of anonymity of in- 
dividuals that results from the 
closed door system. Publicity 
handouts are peddled by the 
dozens. Many of them are 
faintly deceptive because they 
purport to have individual leg- 
islators saying things or taking 
positions that they have not 
taken in the open chamber 
within the hearing and the sight 
of the independent reporters 
whose job it is to tell what is 
going on without gilding the 
lily."Assemblyman Smith said 
today," the handout will say, 
when as far as the profes- 
sional reporters present are 
aware, the assemblyman said 
nothing at all within their 
hearing. Frequently such pub- 
licity releases will be the 
product of the hired man, put 
into the mouth of the legislator 
who would not have conceived 
them on his own account. 


None of all this is illegal. But 


there are questions of taste 
and public policy involved. 
More and more the process of 
decision making is retreating 
out of public view with bi- 
partisan consent. Perhaps the 
most notorious current illus- 
tration — as this is written — 
is the talk of holding some of 
the university student disrup- 
tion deliberations behind 
closed doors.
